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SCHOOL REPORT. 


In accordance with our usual custom and agreeably to the laws 
of the state, we respectfully present our annual report of the schools 
of the town for the past year. No epidemic of sickness has inter- 
fered with the attendance of scholars the past year, by which the 
schools were badly handicapped the year previous; the weather and 
travelling has been unusually good and with the exception of a few 
extremely cold days all the conditions have been such as necessary 
for a punctual attendance. We have had thirty-three weeks of 
school the past year, which is more than we have ever had before, 
with the same corps of teachers as the past two years and with cer- 
tainly as great a degree of success. : 

The outbuildings at the schoolhouse in the village have been re- 
paired and put in a respectable condition and a new chimney built 
for the schoolhouse at East Harrisville. A new chimney and some 
other repairs are imperatively needed at Chesham, which will doubt- 
less be attended to this year. 

We think that there should be a change in the opr now 
used. ‘hose in use are not up-to-date, are inaccurate and partake 
quite as much the character of a history as of a book to enable the 
pupil to obtain a knowledge of the earth’s surface. Supplementary 
reading has been introduced, to a limited extent, with good results, 
and will be continued. 

The discipline of the schools has been, with perhaps one excep- 
tion all that the most strict disciplnarian could wish. In one 
school scholars have been accustomed to leave their seats and pass 
about the room without the leave of the teacher. This should not 
be allowed on the part of any scholar for we can hardly conceive of 


® . 
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anything more likely to create disorder and trouble in the school- 
room. As 

While the condition of our schools is not an ideal one, we believe 
we are justified in congratulating the town that they are no worse; 
they are certainly much improved from what they were five years 
ago, the credit being due to the efficient services of the same board 
of teachers. 

We have omitted the statistical table which is ‘generally ap- 
pended to this report for the reason that some of\ the schools have 
not yet closed and the financial affairs of the district can be found 
in the report of the treasurer.
